Washington, February 7.—(/)—De- 
claring the farmers generally are in 
a better. position today than at any 
time since 1920, the department of 
agriculture, in a statement tonight on 
the farm outlook for 1926, said that 
“any general expansion in production 
this year would tend to place farmers 
in a less favorable economic position 
than at present.” 

There was little likelihood, the de- 
partment said, of a large domestic and 
foreign demand for agricultural pred- 
ucts. On the contrary, there were 
indications of a possible decrease in 
the the latter part of the 
year. 

“No reduction in farm wages may 
be expected,” it was added, “and the 
cost of farm equipment will prohable

POTTERY EXHIBIT

Special Train Will Take 

Delegates Thursday to 
Macon, Where Big En- 
tertainment Is Ready. 


The first annual convention of the 
American Ceramic society ever held 
in the south will open at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon at the Biltmore hotel. 
The initial meeting will be featured 
by welcome addresses by leading At- 
lanta men and addresses by the presi- 
dent of the society and others. The 
convention will last four days. 

Preliminary business of the society 
will be disposed of in the forenoon, 
registration of delegates will be com- 
pleted and the first day will be de- 
voted to a general gathering of the 
entire society. Tuesday and Wednes- 
day will be devoted to separate meet- 
ings of the divisions of the society, 
including divisions of art, enamels, 
glass, heavy clay preducts,. refyac- 
tories, terra cotta, and whitewares. 

Plan Trip to Macon. 

Probably the principal event of the 
entire convention and the one that 
will interest more Georgia people will 
be the “ceramic special,” a train run 
by the Central of Georgia railroad 
Thursday carrying delegates into the 
heart of the state in order to 
give them first-hand information on 
the natural resources of Georgia. 

Officials of the society are anxious 
for members to make the trip. The 
train will leave at 8 o’clock Friday 
morning and the party will go direct 
to the Wilkinson county clay fields, 
returning to Macon about 6 o'clock 
Friday night. Optional theater enter- 
tainment will be offered the guests in 
Macon Friday night by the Macon 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Saturday entertainment on the trip 
will include a motorcade for inspec- 
tion of the clay mines of Bibb county 
and Macon and a tour of the city. 
Lunch will be served at the country 
elub. 

Welcome Addresses. 

This afternoon’s session will open 
with welcome addresses by Governor 
Clifford Walker, Mayor Walter A. 
Sims, Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of 
Georgia School of Technology, and 
Anderson. These will be fol- 
lowed by a talk by Dr. Charles H.

(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

In the article which appears upon the 
page opposite this, The Atlanta Constitution 
punctures glittering generalities laid 
down by the state highway board in its 
pronunciamento to the public concerning ite 
attitude upon the question of paving roads 
in Georgia. The hoard went back to the 
beginning of time and included every inch 
of hardsurfaced roads in the atate, but all 
it could say was that Georgia has paved 
441 miles—only 441 miles out of a proposed 
system of nearly 7.000 miles.

Every patriotic citizen of the state 
would look with favor upon the “pay- 
as-you-go”’ plan, provided it would 
give us paved roads within a reason- 
able number of years and without muk- 
ing current taxes excessive. 

The “pay-as-you-go” is not 

new. Georgia has had it in operation 
for seven years and has spent $34,- 
900,000 on state roads under this 
, plan. 
i The highway department’s seventh 
‘annual report gives the following of- 
ficial figures for these seven years on 
page 27: Funds expended, state $4,- 
689,000; county, $15,429,000; federal 
aid, $14,782,000. Results, 351 miles 
hard-surfaced roads and 2,235 graded 
and dirt surfaced. 

Isn’t seven years long enough and 
isn’t $34,900,000 enough to spend on 
such experimenting, especially with 
such disappointing results? 

The present highway law, in the 
| main, was passed in 1919, It estab- 
lished the county-seat-to-county-seat 
| System of state aid roads. In article 
'G, section 1, it provides that “each 
county which has heretofore built or 
hereafter builds” any portion of state 
roads shall be reimbursed by the state. 
The present chairman of the highway 
board was speaker of the house which 
passed this original highway bill. 
When the bill. was passed a highway 
bond bill was already introduced and 
contemplated as the plan of financing 
the state road construction. This pro- 
|vision to reimburse the counties has 
‘been steadfastly retained in the law. 

Immediately after its passage and 
|from year to year thereafter, the coun- 
ities have been putting their money, 
‘from bonds and other sources, on the 
; state system with the law of the state 
‘and the solemn pledge and written cer- 
‘tificate of the highway department 
‘that they would be reimbursed. Now 
‘this pay-as-you-go plan is recommend-

Under the pay-as-you- 
go plan this is impossible—for the 
county is the unit and some counties 
will match state funds and some will 
not, and this gives us construction 
only here and there—very little con-

DIAMETRICAL REACTIONS.

a menace to their health when they 
follow your teachings. Have you grad- 
uated from a genuine medical college 
or are you one of th: same fakers 
you write about. Or are you as Irish 
as your name and like the rest of 
that race suffering from some mental 
defficiency (sic).
